Rural Euphoria 


_ Rural euphoria: birds sing- 
ing, cows’ lowing in the 

asture, sheep grazing on the 
hillside, vegetables growing in 
the garden and flowers bloom- 
ing in their beds. It’s a dream 
cherished by many and quite 
attainable if you go about it the 
right way. 


In 1987, the Township of 


Huntingdon issued well in 
excess of one million dollars in 
building permits for new 
homes and renovations as well 
as for accessory buildings. We 

see where Darcy, our building 
inspector, has spent a great 
deal of his time this past year. 


It is a good time to express our’ 


thanks on behalf of council. 
' Numerous inspections at 
Various stages of construction 
are necessary, and this is one 
of the things potential rural 
builders should be aware of. 
All buildings must now be built 
to conform with the Ontario 
building code. As well, in rural 
areas, access permits must be 
obtained from the appropriate 
road department whether the 
property is located on a road in 
a rural municipality i on a 
county or provincial highway. 
Now to get the horse back in 
front of the cart. 


THE PROPERTY. As you 
are probably aware, sever- 
ances are required for building 
lots taken out of larger parcels 
of land. These are usually of a 
minimal size, and: if zoned 
prime agriculture, usually a 
severance won't be approved. 
Like all rules, there are excep- 
tions. If improperly zoned orig- 
inally, a rezoning may be 
obtained, for a price. In 
Huntingdon Township, sever- 
ances are first approved at 
local council, then forwarded 
to the county level for final 
approval. 

f you are considerin 
purchasing, be sure to'chec 
with the local municipality 
involved first to find out all tie 
details; 

Multiple severances are 
sometimes available, but the 
county is very liable to send it 
back with the recommendation 
for subdivision status. Once 
again, check it out first before 
proceeding.

Don't forget 
the farmer was there long ago, 
and it is his right to earn a 
living. I have little sympathy 
for anyone who knowingly 
builds in these areas and then 
tries to shut the guy down after 
because of odours or noise 
problems. It’s very easy to 
avoid this problem in the first 
place, instead of living in 
misery. 

The country is the only place 
I would want to live, and it is 
(in my mind) the closest to 
total living satisfaction one can 
arrive at. One must be aware 
of the considerations and the 
regulations, as well as the fact 
that all the services in town are 
not available. 

Yes: kids in a swing under a 
big shade tree, Mother trim- 
ming, the beautiful roses,Dad 
laying back in a recliner under 
another tree, Bowser and the 
cat streched out enjoying the 
cool breeze. All are possible if 
you do the basic groundwork 
first. 

I certainly hope I haven't 
created a bad impression of 
rural life. My sole intent was to 
ring Suateness to those with- 
out the background knowledge 
required. 

As I have already. said, rural 
Ontario is the only place for me 
to live, and the advantages far 
outweigh any small 
disadvantages.

Although it is less thane 
is needed to address the 


financial hurt felt by Canada’s 


farmers, the $2.8 billion finan- 
cial package announced recen- 
tly by the federal government 
is a welcome move because it 
acknowledges the grave 
importance of agriculture to 
this country, said Brigid Pyke, 
president of the Ontario Feder- 
ation of Agriculture. 

Ontario's grain and oilseed 
farmers will directly benefit 
from the $1.1 billion deficiency 
payment, but what is equally 
encouraging is the federal 
announcement of reform of the 
Farm Credit Corporation, said 
Pyke. 

In early December, the OFA 
asked Premier David Peterson 
and the provincial cabinet to 
look into buying out the FCC’s 
Ontario operations and loan 
portfolio because the provin- 
ce's farmers needed a stable 
source of farm credit to 
survive. Neither the FCC nor 
the chartered banks were 
fulfilling that role, the OFA 
had told cabinet. 

“However,  yesterday’s 
announcement shows us that 
— ney nto stretitiben the S 

ing taken to s 
Farm Credit Co tion,’ 
said Pyke, ‘and Pretis 
Federation of Agriculture 
looks forward to consulting 
with government on ways to 
make it a strong, viable source 
of agricultural credit.’’ 

For many farmers whose 
cebt loads have become 
unmanageable due to low 
commodity prices and. the 
resulting bad farm cash flow, 
the federal debt review boards 
have been a great help, and it 
is good to see Ottawa recognize 
that the need is still there not 
only to continue the debt 
review process but even to 
strengthen it.

The bone tissue is received 
through the Metro Organ 
Retrieval and Exchange prog- 
ram (M.O.R.E.)}, from 30 to 50 
donors every year, who give 
their arm or leg bones for 
transplantation after their 
deaths. 

Bone is donated by patients 
who golgt the peli ae 
(part of the upper thigh an 
hip} removed to be replaced 
with an artificial hip. The bone 
can be kept for up to 18 months 
by being quick-frozen immedi-

section of frozen bone) which

often used with young arthritis 
atients, since an aritifical 


joint would need to be replaced . 


every five to 20 years. Small 
fragments of live bone are 

rafted onto the patient's own 

ne, along with cartilage. The 
patient’s~ own bone replaces 
the grafted bone in most cases, 
depending on the age of the 
patient, since bone can replace 
at as low a rate as three per 
cent per year, and is slower to 
replace in older patients. Dr. 
Allan Gross, Chief of Staff and 
Chief of Surgery at Mount 
Sinai, recently did the first 
fresh tissue hip transplant in 
Canada. 

Dr. Huckell said that the 
bank has grown to the extent 
that its records are in the 
tesa of being computerized. 

here are also plans for deve- 
loping techniques to freeze-dry 
bone for easier transport, since 
transporting the frozen bone in 
dry ice to other areas of the 
country is the most expensive 
part of the procedure. 

Bone from Mount Sinai has 
been transported as far away 
as Italy in the past. ‘‘We’'re not 
charging for transport right 
now, but in the future, we ma¥ 
start charging an administra- 
tive fee’’, said Dr. Huckell. 

All donors to the bone bank 


are tested for AIDS and hepati- 
tis B before being accepted, 
and any positive samples are 
not accepted.. Then all the 
bones are iradiated before 
freezing. This doesn't make 
the bone radioactive, but kills 


“ any virus or bacteria present. 


The bone bank is currently 
supported by the orthopedic 
surgeons at Mount Sinai them- 
selves, through the Torrhount 
Research Fund, and by OHIP, 
since there is a fee paid for 
removing the bone from a 
donor. e necessary equip- 
ment is included in the hospi- 
tal's general budget, but Dr. 
Huckell said, “Ideally we'd 
like to be the regional bone 
bank of Toronto and‘be funded 
by the Ministry of Health and 
have a full-time employee in 
charge of the bank.”’ 


Dr. Huckell has been in 
charge of the bone bank for the 
past two years, but would like 
to see a nurse clinician as a 
permanent employee in his 

lace. A request for ‘funding 
‘from the Provincial Govern- 
ment for a new section of the 
hospital to house the bone bank 

if in progress.

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James Hution - The father of geology 


This year marks the 200th 
anniversary of one of the most 
important works in all of physi- 
cal science. Two hundred 
years ago’ James Hutton 

ublished, The Theory of the 

arth, and in the process 
invented the science of 
geology. 

James Hutton was born in 
Edinburgh in 1726 and trained 
in medicine there and in Paris 
_ and Leyden. He then went to 

England but seems never to 
have practised as a physician, 
although he practised scientif- 
ic farming in Berwickshire for 
13 years before returning to 
Edinburgh in 1767. é 

Edinburgh at that time was 
called the New Athens and was 

robably the most intellectual- 
y stimulating city in the 
world. The poet Robert Burns, 
the chemist Joseph Black, the 
engineer James Watt and the 
economist Adam Smith were 
all part of an intellectual socie- 
ty that welcomed and fostered 
new ideas. 

Until that time it was 
believed that the earth had 
been created in 4004 B.C.,

fossils were mineral freaks 
and the effects of the flood 
were everywhere to be seen. 


These views were in accor- 


dance with a literal interpreta- 
tion of the Bible expounded by 
Bishop Ussher. It is true that a 
few people had speculated on a 
longer history, but no clear 
synthesis of earth's evolution 
had been produced. 

In his walks and surveys in 
the Scottish countryside, 
Hutton became convinced that 
he could see evidence of ocean 
sediments that had solidified 
into rock and later lifted up to 
form dry land. In other rocks, 
he could see the action of heat, 
wind and water erosion. 

Two great insights justify 
Hutton’s position as the 
“father of geology.’’ He recog- 
nized that sedimentary rocks 
and marine fossils found on 
elevated land, even mountains, 
mean the surface of the earth 
has endured great change. By 
studying ancient maps and 
comparing “them with modern 
coastlines, however, he saw no 
signs of change during 
recorded ~ history. He

his close friend Black was a 

ioneer in heat résearch and

Hutton reasoned that the earth 
was, in fact, a giant heat 
engine. The great internal heat 
from volcanoes supplied the 
force that drove these slow but 
vast changes. Scientists have 
not had to abandon either of 
these two great insights to this 
day. 

This was the time of the 
French revolution and there 
was a strong conservative 
reaction in England. As a 
result, Hutton's theories were 
regarded as very anti-clerical 
and badly received. He spent 
the last years of his life, (he 
died in 1797) gathering 
compelling evidence from the 
geology of the countryside 
around Edinburgh.

‘Theory of the Earth was 


intended to convince his

critics. Unfortunately, the 
work was badly written and 
the third volume, the one that 
contained the compelling 
geologic evidence, got lost and 
was not published until 1899. In 
the final volume, Hutton 
explains why rain forms and 
anticipates Darwin by 60 years 
on the idea of evolution of life 
by natural selection 

Hutton’s insights, however. 
did not become widely known 
until they were popularized by 
Sir Charles Lyell in 1830.

Rat - Tat - Tat

Without finding it.”’ It is still 
one of the birds one is most 
likely to see on almost any 
outing in a park or woodland. 

If not, you will soon hear its 
call note, a single abrupt 
stacatto tchick. Or You may 
catch a glimpse. of it in undu- 
lating flight, a glide down- 
wards with wings closed and 
then several wingbeats before 
the next: glide. This flight 
pattern is characteristic of all 
woodpeckers. 

Once it settles on a tree 
propped up by its strong 
pointed tail feathers and cling- 
ing with its four toes, each 
equipped with sharp, curved 
nails, it will work over a tree in 
a leisurely fashion. 

Patiently and seriously, like 
a carpenter working with a 
chisel, it will use its short 
strong bill to pry out a particu- 
larly succulent tidbit from 
under the bark. It may also use 
its long, barbed tongue to 
spear ants or grubs, or as a 
brush to gather sap‘at holes 
made by another woodpecker, 
the yellow-bellied sapsucker. 

A look at the downy’s diet 
will show what a useful little 
creature this diligent insect 
eater is. Its menu includes 
click beetles, wood borers, 
carpenter ants, weevils, 
spruce beetles, gypsy and 
codling moths (adults, cater- 

illars and pupae) and plant 
ice. 

As well as using its beak to 
drill for food or to make a hole 
for shelter, the downy, like 
other woodpeckers, drums in 
the spring apparently as part 
of a courtship ritual. Any 
resonant object will do - dead 
trees, aluminum siding, tele- 
phone poles. 

Arthur Bent in “Life Histo- 
ries of North American Wood- 
peckers”’ tells of an observer 
who watched a downy enter- 
tain itself by tapping out a beat 


on the.wooden insulator pins of 


an unused cross-arm on a 
telegraph pole. “From each 
pin he rang oula-different tone 
- loud, clear and high-pitched 
It was evident this pleased 
him, for he hopped from one 
pin to another to repeat the 
Variations.” 

Every now and then a wood- 
pecker may make @ nuisance 
of itself by attacking wooden 
siding or the eaves of a house 
If the owner can control his 
irritation, he may find this is a 
timely warning of insect infes- 
tation. If the attack occurs 
during mild weather in the late 
fall or early spring, the wood- 
pecker may indicate the 
presence of cluster flies which 
crawl under siding or shingles 
to escape the cold and become 
active again during warm 
spells. 

Since woodpeckers consume 
large quantities of harmful 
insects and provide housing for 
other birds and = small 
mammals, who use their aban 
doned holes, they are benefi- 
cial birds.

growers from the depressed 
world grain prices. 

This is the second year that 
the Federal government has 


“supported growers through the 


Special Grains program. 


The total expenditure, this 
year, is up Slightly from last 
year, from an estimated $1 
billion to $1.1 billion. 

Crops coyered by the prog- 
ram of local interest, include 
small grains - wheat, barley, 
oats, rye, mixed grains as well 
as corn, soybeans, canola and 
field beans. Honey producers 
will also be eligible for some 
assistance under the program. 

The program will cover 
crepe grown both fed and sold 
in the 1987 crop year. Approxi- 
‘mately 75% of the payment 
will‘be made before the end of 
March 1988, with the final 
payment made before mid- 
summer. 

The formula . used . for 
‘payment will be the 1987 crop 
acres times the vitea yield 
times an established assis- 
tance rate.

safety and survival 


Snowmobilers must use 
common sense to avoid acci- 
dents. Inexperience, ignorance 
of the law, unfamiliarity with 
terrain and obstacles, reck- 
lessness and operation 
impaired by alcohol could turn 
many weekend snowmobile 
getaways into tragedy this 
winter. 

Nineteen snowmobile deaths 
were reported in the Province 
last winter (November 1986 to 
April 198%). The Ontario 
Provincial Police investigated 
15 of those - almost double the 

revious year’s figure - and 
found alcohol played a role in 
more than half of the fatalities. 

The O.P.P. fleet of 162 snow 
vehicles is used mostly in 
and northern areas of 


Riders risk death or serious 


injury in accidents on or off the 


road because the snowmobile 
offers little protection in a 
sudden stop or collision. Off the 
road, snowmobiles may strike 
rocks or tree stumps covered 
by snow. Dips in terrain and 
wire fences are deadly obsta- 
cles camouflaged by the white 
background. 

Thin ice was a major hazard 
last winter as warm weather, 
early in the season, prevented 
the formation of a solid base on 
Ontario waterways- Two fatal- 
ities were reported among the 
dozen snowmobilers who 
plunged into the frigid waters 
of Georgian Bay and Simcoe 
County Lakes and rivers in 
separate accidents last 
January.

When Ms. Breen returned to 
Ontario she took a job at a 
Kingston shelter for battered 
women. Although battered 
women came from all classes 
and income levels, those who 
ended up in the shelter were 
usually poor and had little 
education. Again, she found a 
need for easy-to-read health 
care. information. 

Ms. Breen received a grant 
from Health and Welfare 
Canada to produce a book that 
tould be read by women with 
littie education. The result is 
Taking Care - A hand-book 
about Women's Health. The 
book proved so successful that 
the first printing of 2,000 copies 
quickly disappeared. She is 
now working on a new edition, 
again funded by Health and 


Welfare Canada. This time, 
35,000 copies will be printed 
and are available, in limited 


quantities to health care insti- 
tutions, doctors offices . and 
clinics. 

Most will be distributed to 
individual women who request 
the book. The 200-page k 
covers nutrition, fitness, 
weight control, stress manage- 
ment, sexuality, vaginal infec- 
tions, depressions, pap tests, 
bfeast self-examination, 


menopause, over-the-counter - 


drugs, birth control, sexually- 
transmitted disease and deal- 
ing with the medical system.

acres of land in Rawdon Town- 
ship for a ‘‘sanitary”’ landfill 


site. 

The deal doesn’t actually 
close until the end of January, 
but for all intents and 

urposes, the taxpayers’ 

200,000 has been spent. Belle- 
ville recently pulled out of the 
deal, leaving its 47 per cent 
share of the cost to be absorbed 
(so the committee hopes) by 
the remaining participants. 
With Belleville’s refusal to 
become involved in the legal 
dispute with the Ministry of the 
Environment over the Rawdon 
site, and-with Rawdon Town- 
iship and Frankford also out of 
icture, the rest of the 
icipalities will have to pay 


ble. 
How did all this get started? 
It seems that the committee 
decided in caucus (privy, with- 
out public knowledge) to jump 
at the chance to purchase the 
property. Harry Danford, 
reeve of Rawdon Township, 
says they have known of the 
property being for sale a long 
time, and that they didn’t 
consider it viable and are 
surprised the committee does. 

In all fairness, the commit- 
tee did feel that if the property 
had become known as a poten- 
tial site, then the price could 
have risen considerably.

Our feeling was that econom- 
ically it would be a good deal 
for the municipalities in the 
northern end of South Hast- 
ings, but what of the taxpayers 
in the southern end? It would 
appear at this time that an 
Fan perabin landfill is required, 
and if this is so, why not 
engineer it closer to the major 
sources of garbage and save 
everyone money. The greatest 
amount of waste is generated 
in Trenton, Belleville and 
Sidney. Why pay astronomical 
amounts to truck it all the way 
to Rawdon? Or possibly it’s 
because it’s way out in the 
boondocks and ahi cares? 

The industrial people are 
complaining now about 
increased costs. If it were in 
the south, this would at least 
partially alleviate that 
problem. 


In addition to the initial cost e 


of the property, the engineer- 
ing and testing, another factor 
comes into play: trucking and 
the facilities to accomodate 
them.: The Spry Settlement 
Road should be almost totally 
rebuilt. At the present time, it 
is sufficient to accomodate 
local demand, but with the 
traffic flow that will be gener- 
ated, it simply wouldn't stand 
up.

High Economic Corn. Yield competition

HIGH ECONOMIC CORN 
YIELD COMPETITION 


The 10 participants in the 
Northumberland County corn 
competition reported an aver- 
age measured yield of 158.6 
bushels to the acre, indicatin 
that 1987 was an exceptiona 
year for corn production. 

Top recorded yield was from 
John Clarkson of Centreton, 
with a measured yield of 172.6 
bushels to the acre. 

Yield had a major im 
costs, which averag 
per bushel. 

The lowest production costs 
in the competition went to 
‘Bruce Buttars of Gores Land- 
ing at $1.60 per bushel on 169 
bushels per acre. Dennis Laver 
of Warkworth recorded $1.61 
per bushel on 168.8 bushels, 
while John Clarkson's costs 
were $1.62 per bushel on the 
high yield of-172.6 bushels per 
acre. Ed Dunk of Warkworth 
recorded costs of $1.63 per 
bushel. on a yield of 161.8 
per acre, followed by 


ct on 
$1.75 


$1.67 per bushel on 171.5 
bushels per acre. 

While these figures might 
indicate there is a healthy 
profit in growing corn, early 
estimates for corn grown in the 


come are. for around 102 
bushels per acre in 1987, which 
is up considerably over the 
five-year average. 

At ‘average yields of 102 
bushels, breakeven costs 
would be closer to $2.70 - more 
than the current selling price. 

Many growers have difficul- 
ty arriving at actual crop 
costs. In this study, growers 
used their’ own material costs, 
but did plug in the custom rate 


costs for tillage and harvest-- 


ing, drying, étc., unless they 
had their own actual costs for 
these expenses. 


Land costs were plugged in 
at $20-30 per acre and all were 
assessed a miscellaneous cost 
of $15 per acre: 

Material costs, that is for 
seed, fertilizer ,.herbicide, seed 
treatment and. rootworm 
control, averaged $89 per acre, 
but ranged from a low of $52.80 
to $127.30 per acre. 

Fertilizer costs alone ranges 
from $12 to $70 per acre, but 
did not include manure costed 
in at the application rate of $2 
pertonne., 

Tillage costs, too, ‘varied 
from $41 to $86 per acre. 
Harvesting and drying costs 
ranged from $55 to $105 per 


acre.

The Land Stewardship 
Committee have set a deadline 
of February Ist, for the first 
round of applications under the 
Stewardship Program. 

With limited funds the 
committee feels that by deal- 
ing with all applications in a 
group. they will have a better 
eel for the payment that can 
be made. 

The program has _ allotted 


‘approximately $175,000 for the 


first year of operation, and this 
will be divided amongst the 
successful applicants.

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Campbellford’s Fred Tredree 


retires after 60 years of work 


by Ross Lees 


For Fred Tredree, the time 
has finally come for a little 
relaxation. 

After working for over 60 
years to give himself some 
independance, Fred has finall 
retired; sold his Radio Shac 
store and is about to put his 
feet up for awhile. 

“I’m going home tonight 
(January 8th) and putting my 
feet up for awhile. After I leave 
here (the store) tonight, I don’t 
really have to be anywhere 
that I don’t want to be. So dori’t 
anybody bother me for about 
three weeks.” 

The rest is well earned. 

Since 1927, at the age of 
about 15, Fred has been on his 
own and self-supporting. He 
started working at the age of 
13. 

Now at the age of 75 (and a 
half), and after working at a 
lot of different things, Fred 
looks back with a sense of 
humor, albeit with a willing- 
ness to sit back and enjoy some 
leisure time. 

With a twinkle in his eye, 
Fred tells of being born in 
August under the sign of Leo 
the Lion. ‘“‘You gotta be 
tough,”’ he says. 

Tough is one adjective that 
certainly applies to this man 
who emigrated to Canada from 
England with his family in 1926 
to a homestead in the Great 
Slave Lake district. Those 
were hard times and his family 
had their share of bad luck in 
those early days in a new 
country. Before long, his fami- 
ly had split up and Fred was on 
his own. : 

Tredree remembers always 
having a job through the 
i pie but his drive for 
independance ‘ie showing 
up even then. In 1932, he 
started a business (*‘... buying 
and selling'’), which he 
describes as successful in a 
small way. Laughingly, he 
talks of having no vendor's 
licence and of keeping one ste 
ahead of the inspector. “But 
made enough to live on and get 


y. f 

In. about 1935 or 1936, the 
budding entrepreneur went 
into ae Oe, a business 
that was just getting success- 
ful when the war broke out. 
During the time between the 
outbreak of war and his fur 
farming start, Tredree had 
managed to educate himself to 
the level of grade 12 through 


courses. 

When he left the business 
world to join the war, he signed 
on as a pilot, but eventually 
washed on racrene of his 
eyesight. I become an 
instrument technician and 
worked on the legendary 
Flying Fortresses and the 
Liberators. He became a 
master facets 


mechanic in all 


ae he could be the only one 
left in Canada. While he can 
fly, he cannot take off and 
land. 

His drive for independance 
even showed through in the 
military. “I quickly prog- 
ressed to the rank of sergeant. 
That’s a rank where you don’t 
take much flak from the top 
and none from the bottom,’’ he 
laughs.

He talks of his military 
career as a good experience, 
but it got better when he met 
his future wife and married 
her in 1942. Here, Tredree gets 
serious for a rare time. “‘I was 
lucky to meet her. Life has 
been very satisfying as far as 
my marriage has been 
concerned. She’s been one in a 
thousand to put up with me the 
way she has.”’ 

She was a professional clas- 
sical singer ‘‘... of the best 
quality’, with a ton of medals. 
“She even performed in 
Massey Hall. She was quite 
talented. She's forgotten more 
than I ever knew.”’ 

In 1947 when he returned to 
Canada from the war, Tredree 
started a garage in Norwood, 
where he’stayed until 1953. He 
then joined the civil service, 
where he remained until the 
rah! sixties, when he moved 
to Campbellford and started 
Fred’s Camera dnd Music 
Store. He remembers having 
150 pupils @ week going 
through his store and having a 
16-piece acordian band. ‘The 
biggest satisfaction was teach- 
ing those youngsters. It was a 
big thrill to teach them to read 
music and play. I remember 
going to festivals and winning 
prizes by the bucket full,”’ he 
says with more than a hint of

He also 
got involved with politics, but 
that was obviously a phase of 
his life he did not enjoy. 

“That wasn’t just a hobby 
with me, I took it too seriously. 
I worked my tail off as the first 
industrial commissioner, was 
responsible for getting the free 
park, negotiated the deal with 
the mill, was responsible for 
and organized the building of 
the Bata factory. I worked on 
council for one year, was 
involved in the NIP program, 
was chairman of the BIA and 
chairman of the Industrial 
Committee. But I was too 
involved. My business and my 
family suffered. But it was an 
experience and I had the satis- 
faction of knowing I had done 
some good things for the 
town.”’,

‘Now it’s time to put my feet 
up.

I'm going to do some 
crafts and hobbies, some build- 
ing and some carpentry. Both

A ratepayers protest associ- 
ation .has been formed in 
Rawdon Township in response 
to the proposed establishment 
of an engineered landfill site in 
that township.

meadow vole, which, although 
‘mart throughout much of 

orthAmerica, is seldom 
seen. There are, however, 
many clues to-its presence. A 
hole so perfect it might have 
been bored by an auger, and a 
slight hump in the surface of 
the snow may indicate a vole 
tunnel. If the matted grass ina 
meadow is exposed by wind 
and sun there will be similar 
holes. Further investigation 
would reveal a network of 
tunnels. On the snow’s surface 
regular patterns of tracks and 
scatterings of tiny elongated 
spheres of scat give away their 
presence. Around the base of 
saplings there may be the 
circles of bark gnawed away 
by tiny, sharp teeth. 

Since the vole has a comfort- 
able network of tunnels in the 
vegetation and under the snow, 
it is active all winter. Omniver- 
ous, it will eat leaves, grass 
stalks, seeds, fruit, carrion, 
insect larvae and bark. In fact. 
it will on occasion reingest its 
own feces to absorb more 
vitamins and minerals. These 
feces are usually lighter in 
colour and softer than the final 
hard little oval pellets of dark 
scat that stand out on the 
snow's surface. This practice 
of reingesting feces, common 
also te other creatures like 
beaver whose diet is high in 
cellulose, is called 
coprophagy. 

If you are persistent in your 
inspection of vole runways you 
may uncover the nest inside a 


” 
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mound of grass, a little cluster 
of fine grasses woven into a 
Sphere about six inches in 
diameter. As well as being 
nurseries for the young, these 
dens are the voles’ shelters 
between periods of frenetic 
feeding activity. 

If the snow cover is good, the

Woods, Water and Wildlife 


Rodent Conygl ‘

Our new kitten is, alas, not a 
mousér. When the mice race 
through the kitchen and in 
between the sink and the 
cupboard, she watches with 
mild interest, and then, 
galvanized into action seconds 
too late, runs to peek behind 
the refrigerator at a vanishing 
tail. 

Perhaps I'll have to send her 
out for lessons with the best 
mouser in the neighbourhood. 
We are on the edge of a wooded 
ravine bordered on one side by 
a field which runs down in a 
ria slope to a small creek. 
Most days recently, in the late 
afternoon, a -red fox, some- 
times alone, sometimes with a 
second ‘fox, lopes along the 
open field keeping close to the 
swath of ener grass that runs 
along the edge of the ravine. 


Sometimes it stops, pricks up. 


its ears, stalks forward as 
though on tiptoe and then 
freezes. Coiling itself like a 
spring, it leaps high in the air, 
coming down with forepaws 
together. Sometimes it tosses a 
small body into the air, and 
leaping again with forepaws 
together, sticks.its muzzle into 
the snow and retrieves its 


’ prize, a meadow vole.

There is no foot drag and a 
sense of purposefulness in the 
trail. Its scat, 2-4 inches long 
and pointed at the ends, often 
contains hair and bits of bone. 
Also the fox's scent marking is 
skunk-like, but has been 
described as‘‘more pungent 
and less offensive.’’ This scent 
is pees in all fox urine. 

n opportunist, the red fox 
will not pass up any easily 
available food, but the main 
item in its diet is the meadow 
vole. If the deep snow covers 
the vole tunnels, the fox may 
turn to other food sources like 
rabbits, deer, mice and 
carrion. In summer, it 
consumes large quantities of 
insects and wild fruit. 

The fact that our fox travels 
sometimes with another fox is 
an indication that mating time 
is approaching. This. may 
pep hg time from late Janu- 
ary to March. Likely the pair 
has been looking over possible 
den sites in the ravine. They 
may take over an abandoned 


Boag ag den. However, until 
the den is needed for the 


time of year, our fox appears 
around 4 p.m. icone, easily 
across the snow grass.

Using cyanide for

In October 1887, John 
MacArthur, a chemist and 
metallurgist, was issued a 
“British pe oc titled ‘‘Process 


of ob ing ‘old and silver 
from ores’. After receivin 
financial support from Scottis 

ysicians rt and William 
orrest, MacArthur discov- 
ered his new process in the 
basement of their medical 
clinic. 


MacArthur's process, which 
involved the use of dilute solu- 
tions of cyanide, soon became 
known as the cyanidation 
process and was an immediate 
commercial success. Within 20 
years of its introduction, gold 

roduction doubled worldwide. 
Surprisingly, after 100 years, 
MacArthur's method remains 
the standard process for 
extracting gold from ore. 

It is curious that gold, 
normally so unreactive, dissol- 
ves easily in a very dilute 
solution of sodium cyanide. 
Fathi Habashi of Laval 
University recently told the 
story in the Canadian Mining 
and Metallurgical Bulletin. 

Gold has n known and 
used since ancient times. 
Because it is very unreactive, 
it occurs in nature ds metallic 
gold - unlike metals such as 
Iron, copper and zinc found 
combined with other elements 
as chemical compounds. 

(Miners of the 1898 Yukon gold 
rush obtained gold by poss: 
In a stream of water the heavy 


| gold particles stay on the pan 
and the 


lighter sand is washed 
off. The gold is melted down to 
obtain an ingot, and remaining 
impurities are skimmed off as 
the dross. No chemical reac- 
tions are needed to obtain the 
gold, enabling even very 
primitive civilizations to 
produce and use this metal. 
Panning, either by hand or 
using modern machinery, 
works best for large gold parti- 
cles. Very fine particles don't 
collect and are wasted in the 
mine tailings - unwanted rock 
and sand. A chemical process 
is needed to dissolve the 
remaining gold, and to allow 
vere low-level gold ores to be 
worked.

Extremely 
low concentrations of cyanide 
(e.g. 0.01 per cent) are suffi- 
cient to dissolve gold. and the 
rate of dissolution does not 
seem to be affected by the 
concentration of the cyanide 
solution. The limiting factor 
under typical conditions is how 
fast the oxygen of the air 
dissolves in the cyanide solu- 
tion. The gold corrodes much 
like iron rusts. 

The second part of MacAr- 
thur’s patent dealt with recov- 
ering gold from the cyanide 
solution. In the original 
process, metallic zinc was 
used to precipitate out the

5. If you wear glasses, be 
sure to choose eyeshadows 
bright enough to show through 
the lenses and maintain the 
balance of color on the rest of 
the face. 

Also, softly line the eyes on 
both upper and lower lids with 
a pencil one shade deeper than 
the eyeshadow. 

6. Treat yourself to a mani-, 
cure and pedicure a day or two 
before the wedding so that 
hands that cut the cake look 
lovely and feet that stand 
ponies, ppt the reception feel 
smooth and comfortable. 

7. To make lipstick last 
through the ceremony and 
beyond, apply Visible Differ- 
ence Lip-Fix before applying 
lipstick. It will also prevent 
lipstick from ‘“‘feathering’’ - 
bleeding out beyond the mouth. 

Then line the lips neatly with 
a pencil and fill in with lip color 
using a brush. 

8. On the day of the wedding 
allow two hours of quiet prepa- 
ration before leaving for the 
ceremony, Sit, don’t stand,
